Lambs should be weaned when from 
four to four and one-half months old 
3o says Frank Kleinheinz, shepherd 
of the University Hocks, in a us we? 
to numerous inquiries upon this sub 
ject. 
Many fiockmasters allow the lambs 
lo run with their mothers until breed 
ing time. 
This Mr. Kleinheinz re 
gards as very objectionable for it an 
goys the ewes and keeps them in poor 
condition. 
Moreover, at this time the 
lambs get but little milk anil they 
will really do better without it. 
When taken from their mothers, 
the lambs should be put on a piece of 
fresh 
pasture, 
which 
will 
help 
to 
avoid much of the stomach worm 
trouble. 
After weaning time the ewes should 
be put on a scant pasture for about 
a w eek in order to dry them up quick­ 
ly. 
During this period they should be 
milked a few limes to prevent the 
udder from caking and as soon as 
they are fairly dry they ought to be 
placed on good pasture again, where 
they will put on flesh and become 
strong and vigorous before they are 
bred in the fall. 
Early w eaning and good care of the 
ewes after the lambs are taken away 
enables the ewes to go into winter 
quarters in good condition, thus aid­ 
ing winter feeding and insuring a 
large crop of strong lambs iii the 
spring.

Minor crops, animals 
and other farm products would bring 
the total up to about $10,000,000,000. 
This is more than our crops were 
ever worth I efore. The record value 
is partly due 
to 
increased produc­ 
tion, but in a much 
greater degree, 
of course, to war prices. The loss of I 
cotton value caused by the closing: 
of the foreign markets cancels 
tho 
wheat crop gain of $300,000,000, 
but 
the added value 
of 
other products 
icings up the total. Speaking in gen­ 
eral, and leaving out the south, it is 
the best year 
the 
American farmer 
has ever seem And next year it will 
almost certainly be better still. The 
southern planter will have less land 
in cotton and more in corn and pota­ 
toes. The western farmer will break 
cli records for the acreage given to 
grain. Everywhere our available land 
will be used more freely 
and culti­ 
vated more intensively.

LETTER KIS MAILED IN BELGIAN 


Says That Night Observation Is Very 


Nerve-Racking— Snipers Are at 
Work— Tells of Life in 


the Trenches. 


London, Dec. 24.—Under what pic­ 


turesque circumstances 
men 
often 


move forward to the firing Ii »e is dr*- 


scribed by a London artist, a mem­ 


ber of the Honorable Artillery Corps, 
who, with the sensitive eye of his 
craft, tells of his impressions with 
more than ordinary vividness. 
His 
letter is undated, but was presumably 
written somewhere in Relgium. 
“After doing work all over one 
country,” lie writes, “we find our­ 
selves in another, with every pros­ 
pect of having a very hot time, which 
we have all been praying for. At the 
last place but two we were digging a 
second line of trenches and came in 
for some very hot fire. 
The next day 
they caught us as we went to dig in 
slightly more advanced trenches; and 
we lay in a small ditch for about 
three hours with shell and rifle bul­ 
lets jumping over 
our 
heads 
and 
flicking leaves off the stunted willow 
trees in our ditch. 
One w*as quite 
safe and rather bored, as it poured 
with rain.
